Due to oversight, claim 14 is incorrectly grouped in Species A (Fig. 9) in the last 
Office action. Therefore, line 4 of page 2 of the last Office action should read "A: claims 
1-4 and 9-13 drawn to an IPS mode LCD device according to Fig. 9". 

Applicant's election without traverse of Species A (claims 1-4 and 9-13. Fig. 9) in 
the reply filed on 08/25/05 is acknowledged. 

Claims 5-8 and 14-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 08/25/05. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 11, the recited feature "the gate line" lacks antecedent basis. Therefore, 
it is unclear to which gate line the gate line refers. Does the gate line refer to those of 
the TFTs of the LC display or those of the peripheral driving circuits ? 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 and 9-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Moon et a! (U.S. Pub. No. 2003/0081155). 

As to claims 1 and 9, note Figs. 6D, 1 1D and 12 C which identically disclose the 
claimed method and the claimed IPS mode LCD device comprising first and second 
substrates (300,350) opposite each other, each substrate having an active region 320 
and a dummy region (the region adjacent to the black matrix 330), a black matrix layer 
330 in the dummy region of the second substrate 350; a UV-hardening sealant 310 at a 
circumference of the black matrix layer between the first and second substrates, 
wherein the UV-hardenIng sealant bonds the first and second substrates together; a 
metal pattern 340 between the UV-hardenIng sealant and the first substrate 300; and a 
liquid crystal layer between the first and second substrates bonded by the UV-hardening 
sealant. As to the recited features of claims 2 and 11, see paragraphs 0063-0064. 
Regarding the recited features of claims 3 and 10, see paragraph 0047. As to the 
recited features of claim 4, note the column spacer in paragraph 0048 and the overcoat 
layer (alignment layers 301, 351) in paragraphs 0048- 0049 . With respect to the recited 
features of claim 12, see paragraphs 0051. Regarding claim 13, as apparent from Figs. 
1 1D and 12C , some of the incident UV rays are reflected from the metal pattern 340 to 
cure the seal 310.
